On April 11, 196S, at 10:32 a.m.. Vice president 
HUBERT K. HUMPHREY arrived by airplane at Smith Reynolds 
Airport, Winston-Salem, North Carolina, at which time he 
was greeted by a crowd of several hundred people, including 
tv;o groups of young people. One of these groups consisted 
of nine male and female Negro and white college age youths 
carrying various signs indicating their support for 
presidential candidate ROBERT KENNEDY. 

A second group consisted of 15 Caucasian males 
and females carrying various signs and placards indicating 
their affiliation with Student Committee for Responsible 
Action of Wake Forest University. Signs carried by these 
youths indicated their support for the Kerner Report,- for 
Open Housing and for winning the war on poverty.

Forest University and traveled directly to the Hotel Robert

The Vice president and his party left Smith 
Reynolds Airport by jet aircraft at 4:25 p.m. on April 11, 

ISS8, and there were no demonstrations during his appearance 
at Winston-Salem, North Carolina, on April 11, 1S68.
